The negroes in that section are all fond 
ol him and work for him the year round 
“.thout grumbling. It is a well-known 
fact that he never has had any of them 
arrested. He simply deals with them as 
did in slavery time—gives them the 
lash. In town he is one of the popular 
men of the county and his friends have 
vecn showing their hand all day. 
A Tough Gang. 
“Why,” said one of them this morning, 
“the truth is, that the gang is made up of 


L gang who killed those negroes out there did 
it for pure meanness and not for the pur- 


ee roughest element in the country: It 
is composed of people who associate with 
negroes, eat at the same table with them 
and drink out of the bottle with them. 
I'll bet’ a dollar that Mitch Brice knows 
every one of them and that he can put his 
hand on them at any time. They are 
some of the same gang that has been 
stealing from him years and who have been 
killing his hogs and cattle. Mitch Brice 
is not the man to stand that and there is 
liable to be a show-down before it is over. 
I feel sure that he will have every one 
of that crowd arrested, and if he does, it 
may make more trouble, but the best peo- 
ple of the county will be with him. That 


pose of finding Pike, as they say. It is 
composed of the meanest, lowest set of 
white people on top of God's green earth, 
and if they are ever arrested that is what 
you will find out.’’ 

“God knows,”’ remarked Mr. John Sifn- 
mons, of that section of the county, “they 
ain’t the best people py any means, I know 
Mitch Brice, and I know that he is liked 
by every negro in that county. They are 
just as much. his slaves today as they were 
before the war. If one steals from him 
the old man will whip him just like he 
used to do. He don’t send them to the 
chaingang, and the negroes are better 
pleased with the whipping than they would 
be if sent up. I have heard them say it 
often.”’ 

Williams Surrendered. 

All day long the town has been full of 
negroes from that section of the country. 
They have been standing around in groups 
watching the squad of soldiers in town. 
One of them, a big negro named Williams, 
was one of the negroes who was arrested 
the night the murder was committed and 
held all night. He is the stepfather of 
McCall, who is now in jail. He was re- 
leased the next morning on condition that 
he should secure the surrender of Pike. 
Williams had been raised in that country 
and had a good character for truth and 
honesty. When he gave his word that he 
would come back if he could not find Pike, 
he was allowed to go. That was on Friday 
morning. Soon after he left Quitman he 
sought Sam Taylor, who is Pike’s step- 
father. Williams was going to Taylor to 
ask where Pike could be found so that 
he might securé the release of his own 
stepson, McCall, as he thought. But near 
Taylor's house, in the road, he came upon 
Taylor’s body, cold and stiff. 

“Den wen I seed dat,” said Williams, ‘‘l 
knowed de ded man couldn't talk and I 
jis lit outen and ran away. Here I is and 
here lI’s a-goin’ to stay.”’ 

Wicked Negroes. 

The Brooks county jail now contains six 
prisoners charged with murder and com- 
plicity in that crime. The worst two are 
the Jeffreth brothers. They are both small, 
black negroes and are two of the most 
desperate negroes any county ever pro- 
duced. They call .themselves the James 
brothers and not only admit that they 
killed Mr. Maulden, but glory in it. They 
even go so far as to give an imitation of 
that death dance. which- they indulged in 
after he was killed. 

In the cell next to them are the Herring 
brothers and McCaul, all-of whom were im- 
plicated in the killing of Mr. Isom. Then 
there is a white man in jail charged with 
killing a negro. The Jeffreth negroes are 
two of the lowest of the type of the race 
and are competent to commit any crime. 
Tonight there is a feeling of security in the 
city. This afternoon everything was much 
quieter in the country than it has been 
since the killing. The people of the 
town are of the opinion that there will be 
no more trouble and say that it was the 
presence of the soldiers which broke the 
backbone of the lawlessness. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the trouble 
is now considered at an end, nothing is 
known as to the whereabouts of either 
Pike or the negro woman. The proposition 
to deliver Pike to the people last night did 
not materialize and nothing is known of 
either him or the woman, who was ar- 
rested as a hostage and released on condi- 
tion that Pike should be surrendered. There 
are some who are of the opinion that 
Pike has already been caught and has been 
dealt with, but the majority of the people 
doubt this. Still there are none who are 
not curious to know where Pike and the 
woman are. Captain Tillman is authority 
for the statement that more than seven 
were killed: 

“I’ have not looked into the fine 
points,’’ he said today, “as to how many 
were killed, but from the best information 
the boys bring me I should.say that four 
was killed on this side of the river, three 
on the other and some two or three more 
down in the swamps. No, I just ain’t 
looked into the fine points yet, but I will 
know just as soon as the boys come back.”

WHITE PEOPLE ON GUARD 


To Prevent Negroes from Lynching 
One of Their Race. 

Lake City, Fia., December 25.—Today 
Jesse Cain, colored, shot and killed Alice 
Johnson, also colored. The murder occur- 
red in the heart of the town. Cain and 
Babe Holt were talking to Mary Johnson, 
a sister of the murdered woman. Alice 
came along and Cain ordered her to stop 
and talk to him. She refused. Cain told 
her if she did not stop he would kill her, 
at the same time asking Holt for his pis- 
tol. Alce ran just as Holt handed Cain 
the pistol. Cain took deliberate aim at 
the fleeing woman and fired, the bullet 
entering the back of her head and causing 
instant death. Cain and Holt fled in op- 
posite directions. Holt escaped, but Cain 
was captured and bodged in jail. White 
people are now guarding the jail to pre- 
vent the negroes from storming it and 
lynching Cain. Jealousy caused the mur- 
er.

POLITICAL CIRCLES STIRRED UP 


No Danger, Though, Is Feared to the Ti- 
ger—The Affair Is Regarded as a 
Personal Quarrel. 


New York, December 25.—Richard Croker’s 
interview, in which he scored Congressman 
W. Bourke Cockran as an ingrate, an in- 
former and the instigator of false state- 
ments that have app<ared in a daily news- 
paper, has created a great deal of discus- 
sion in local political circles. In fact, Mr. 
Croker’s severe arraignment of Mr. Cock- 
ran was today’s talk at the up-town hotels 
and at all the district political clubs. 

The Mercury, democrat, says: 

“It is not thought that the Croker-Cockran 
episode will have any effect upon Tammany 
hall as an organization. Mr. Croker spoke 
as_an individual and not as a member of 
Tammany hall. The entire affair is look- 
ed upon as a personal matter between the 
two. Mr. Croker and Mr. Cockran are, it 
is true, sachems-elect of the Tammany So- 
ciety, but neither has qualified, although 
both were elected last April. Mr. Cockran 
has not been inside the Tammany hall 
building in many a month.”’ 

Jas.,J. Martin, chairman of the Tammany 
hall executive committee, has called a meet- 
ing of the committee for Saturday after- 
noon, at 4 o'clock. Mr. Cockran is chair- 
man of the committee of correspondence, 
and, by virtue of that office, is a member of 
the executive committee. A notice of the 
call has been sent to him. 

An interview was published yesterdaywith 
Mr Croker, in which he denounces Mr. 
yesterday published an interview with Rich- 
ard Croker, in which he denounces Bourke 
Cockran and challenges him to meet him 
before the Tammany hall executive com- 
mittee and see if he can make good his 
charges that he (Croker) was forced to 
leave Tammany: hall. “If he refuses to 
come béfore the committee the next time 
I meet him, no matter where it is, I will 
demand a personal explanation from him. 
[ hope that the committee of sixty will 
hold a meeting soon, certainly before I go 
away. I have been waiting patiently for 
such a meeting in order that I may pre- 
Sent myself and ask for an explanation 
from this ‘man of brains.’ ”’ 


DR. McGLYNN HAPPY, 


Celebrates Mass at His Old Church in 
New York. 

New York, December 25.—The Rev. Dr. 
Edward McGlynn celebrated high mass this 
morning at the Church of the Holy Cross, 
on Forty-second street, between Eighth and 
Ninth avenues. It is eight years since Dr. 
McGlynn was removed from St. Stephen's 
church by Archbishop Corrigan, and on this 
Christmas day he is restored again to full 
connection with this archdiocese, 

The mass which Dr. McGlynn e®lebrated 
began at 4.30 o'clock in the morning, but 
there was not standing room in the church 
long before the ceremony began. Hundreds 
of people stood along the aisles of the 
church and the worshipers extended out 
into the street. 

The parishioners of St. Stephen’s, Dr. Mc- 
Glynn’s old church, came in great numbers. 
The crush was so great that several women 
had to be assisted out of the church ina half 
iu.inting condition. After the first gospel 
was read, Dr. McGlynn delivered a brief 
sermcn on the gospel of the day, taking 
for his tex. the words: ‘Glory to God in 
the highest, peace on earth, good will to- 
ward men.’’ 

After the mass Dr. McGlynn held quite a 
levee in the sacristory. His old parishion- 
ers of St. Stephen’s crowded around him, 
shcok him warmly by the hand and wished 
him a happy Christmas. 

The doctor looked very happy and receiv- 
ed their congratulations. He preached at ll 
o’clock mass also. He will soon start for

SURRENDERING THEIR CHARTERS 


And Organizing Independent Lodges 
with Rituals in German. 

Baltimore, Md., December 25.—At a re- 
cent joint meeting of the seven German 
lodges of Knights of Pythias located in 
Baltimore action was taken on the order of 
the supreme lodge at its last city meeting, 
interdicting the use of any but the English 
language in the conduct of the ritual of the 
order. Resolutions were adopted requesting 
that the grand lodge of Maryland urge the 
present supreme lodge to restore the right 
to use the German rituals in their lodges. 
The resolutions include a denunciation of 
Chancellor Blackwell and the supreme lodge 
is requested to call upon him to “retract 
his slanderous expressions against the Ger- 
man brethren or the order.’’ 

The German lodges have surrendered 
their charters and have organized the In- 
dependent Order of Knights of Pythias 
a result of the order proscribing the use of 
man brethren of the order.”

Commissioners Leave Constantinople 
for Erezoum. 

Constantinople, December 25.—Chefik Bey, 
judge of the court of cassation, and Djelah- 
medin Bey, of the court of appeals, mem- 
bers of the commission appointed to in- 
vestigate the Armenian troubles, left Con- 
Stantinople today for Erezoum.

New York, December 25.—Hermann Haye, 
who was indicted by the federal grand jury 
for entering false invoices and under valua- 
tions at the custom house, has fled.

Haye was the head of the dissolved im- 
porting firm of Hermann Haye & Co. He 
was arrested on November 16th last, 
charged with having sworn falsely on 
January 11, 1892,that a certain invoice which 
was accompanying two lots of enameled 
ironware correctly represented the value.: 
The true value of the ware was set forth 
in a secret invoice which arrived by a 
later steamer, and which showed that Haye 
had greatly undervalued the goods. It is 
said that these methods had been practiced 
by the firm for several years and that the 
loss to the government amounted to $100,000.

NOT 10 BE BRIBED. 


Sheriff Ege Declines a Proposition Made 
by a Prisoner. 


HAYWARD WANTS BLIXT OUT THE WAY 


Believes He Would Kill Himself if 
Given a Chance. 


BUT HE WILL NOT GET A SHOW 


Blixt’s Testimony Is So Damaging That It 
W ill Be Likely to Hang His Accom- 
Plice in Miss Ging’s Murder. 


Minneapolis, Minn., December 2.—An 
evening paper is authority for the story that 
Harry Hayward, now in jail on the charge 
of murdering Catherine Ging, has tried to 
bribe Sheriff Ege, to kill C. A. Blixt, who 
has confessed to shooting Miss Ging at 
Hayward’s instigation, orf to at least allow 
him to kill himself. This is the way Hay- 
ward is said to have broached the subject to 
Sheriff Ege during a conversation: 

‘Jim, how are you fixed?’ 

“What do you mean?’’ asked the sheriff. 

“Financially; how are you fixed finan- 
cially ?’’ 

“Oh, I have not enough to worry me,” 
was the way he put it, and then Ege nar- 
rowly watched the effect. Hayward took 
a step forward and said in a low tone: 

“You might be well off if you had a mind 
to do something.” 

‘“*‘What is 1t?’’ 

“That coward, Blixt; he would kill him- 
self if he had a chance!’ 

“You think so! But he’ll never have a 
chance, no more than you,’ said the sher- 
iff. 

It was in the sheriff's mind to tell 
Hayward then that he was aware of 
several little efforts Harry had made, 
which looked like taking time by the fore- 
lock, such as requesting looking glasses, 
-which bear quicksilver on their back; and 
securing an accumulation of matches 
with their deadly phosphorus, but he fore- 
bore to learn the whole scope of the 
man’s villainy. 

‘Jim, if you would let him have a re- 
volver he would do the rest, with a little 
help.’”’ 

“How?” 

“You could be with him and have some 
one call out to him that they were coming 
to lynch him and he would jerk out the 
pistol and plunk himself through the head. 
It’s dead easy.” 

“Do you think so?’ said the sheriff, 
studying the wickedness of the man. 

“IT know it,” said Hayward. 

“But suppose he did not shoot himself? 

“Then do it for him. It would——” 

But the sheriff allowed the matter to go 


no further. 


SHE FIRED THROUGH THE DOOR. 


The Bullet Hit the Man Who Was 
Trying to Get In. 

Gadsden, Ala., December 25.—(Special.)— 
Bob Higgins was shot tonight by Mrs. A. 
J. Dempsey, and he will probably die be- 
fore morning. Mr. Dempsey, who is night 
watchman at the North Carolina and St. 
Louis yards here, was absent from home. 
Higgins, while drunk tried to enter the 
house. He began knocking at the door and 
demanded that it be opened. 

Mrs. Dempsey asked who he Was and 
what he wanted, but could get no reply ex- 
cept that if she would not open the door 
she would soon find out. 

After repeatedly warning him to jeave 
and threatening to shoot if he did not, Mrs. 
Dempsey placed a pistol against the door 
and fired. She heard the man fall and she 
ran to the window and called for a neigh- 
bor who carried Higgins to his home. The 
wounded man onée lived in the house where 
he was shot and it is thought that being 
drunk he still had an idea that it was his 
home. The ball broke the shoulder blade 
and ranged downward. The physicians say 
that the wound will prove fatal. 

Higgins is well known here and no one 
thinks that he intended any harm. Mr. 
and Mrs. Dempsey are highly respected by 
all who know them, and the shooting is 
greatly regretted. 


LOOKS LIKE SUICIDE. 


An Ex-Convict Found Dead in His 
Room at a Hotel. 

Raleigh, N. C., December 25.—(Special.)— 
James Yarbrough, a member of a promi- 
nent North Carolina family, was found 
dead in his room in a hotel here this morn- 
ing. Last August he was released from 
the Ohio pemtenttary, in which he had 
been for seven years, having been tried 
for murder in that state and convicted of 
manslaughter and given a life sentence. 
His pardon was granted at the special re- 
quest of Governor Carr and hundreds of 
North Carolinians. Yarbrough tried to com- 
mit suicide when first sentenced. He had 
been here some days drinking heavily. 
Friends watched him last night and today 
and left him this morning for a short time. 
When they returned he was dead, though 
his death had occurred but a few minutes 
previously. Two physicians made efforts to 
gave him. They say his death was due 
to suffocation. He was found with his face 
pressed hard against the pillow. His 
friends deny that it was suicide, though he 
had taken morphine. 


WHY BRECK TOOK HIS LIFE. 


He Had Engaged in Fraudulent Busi- 
ness Transactions. 

Paw Paw, Mich., December %.—Citizens 
here are shocked at the report that George 
E. Breck, a wealthy lawyer and stock 
breeder, who died suddenly a couple of 
weeks ago, killed himself to escape the 
results of fraudulent business transactions. 
Breck was engaged in a mortgage lan 
business on an extensive scale. In addition 
to loaning money he also sold. mortgage 
notes to clients. His client would accept 
the mortgage notes, but it is alleged that 
Breck soid a number of notes identical with 
the original and secured by the same prog 
erty. From what can be tearned, it is 
believed that Breck couid not succeed iz: 
extending these notes and finding himself 
in a tight place, took his own life. Six- 
teen thousand dollars’ worth of fraudulent 
mortgage notes sold by Breck have also 
been found. Dr. Hoyt, who made the 
autopsy on Breck’s body, insists that death 
came from natural causes.

On this 
basis, low prices of opr staple necessities 
are desirable, In such variations of de- 
mand relative to such supplies, the pro- 
ducer may gather amid the fluctuations of 
prices his fair share of the advantages 
conferred on all by his abundance. 

Experience Safer Than Experiment. 

“But for the reason that the producer 
does not share the general advantages of 
the abundance of supplies the United 
States at large is sufferer. Relief must be 
provided, and for that achievement we 
propose that, at all hazards, the United 
States shall abandon experiment. 

“We ask the congress now sitting to re- 
store our Hamilton-Jefferson coinage sys- 
tem, founded with the mint, maintained 
for eighty years without complaint, and 
overthrown unobservedly at a time when 
neither gold nor silver was our current 
money. 

“On December 6th I submitted to the 
chamber of commerce a developed plan to 
restore, or attempt, bimetallism  inde- 
pendently, the plan providing the modern 
convenience of paper substitutes for coin 
and providing ample means to stifle any 
possible money panic arising with the 
enactment. No moment could be more 
propitious than the present for any such 
attempt. Idle acoumulations G& money in 
our important .money centerg, like the 
present, are rarfe. 

“Goldite” Objection Commends In- 
dependent Bimetallism. 

“Our ‘goldites’ antagonize every such 
proposal with two objections, to-wit: 

‘1. That such legislation is. superfluous 
because ‘if there is not gold .enough for 
all, there is gold enough for us. * * * We 
can command gold in competition with 
all nations. * * * The United States is 
the largest and best source of supply of 
the commodities that the wgrid most 
needs—cotton, wheat, provisions, petroleum 
and the like.’ | 

‘2 That to reopen our mints to silver 
without Iimit while offering coinage to gold 
monometallism in the United States. They 
mean that the proposed enactment will 
yield silver dollars and paper redeemable 
in silver dollars as’ our only money, and 
for the reason that it will banish gold 
from money and expel it from the United 
States. 

“We adopt both of their predictions as 
the assurance of our safety in making 
the attempt. 

“Our ability to command gold in compe- 
tition with nations striving for the meager 
supply of gold available to money would 
depend upon the ‘further sacrifice of our 
producers of p2troleum, provisions, wheat, 
cotton and the like. Lower and lower 
prices for these elementary essentials of 
our prosperity must pursye a foreign mar- 
ket, and every drain of Europe’s gold to us 
as our return for them would further lower 
Europe’s prices for all commodities, in- 
cluding any more of these she buys. 
“By our proposal, on the contrary, the 
United States provides itself the convenient 
ability to part with gold composedly. In- 
stead of our present restriction to gold 
as our tremulous necessity, Wwe propose 
to be able to loan our gold to Europe for 
our own sakes, selfishly. If, as our mint 
director estimates, we have $600,000,000 of 
gold and $20,000,000 annually produced in 
excess of our needs in the arts and in- 
dustries, to spare a liberal portion to 
Europe, having a cohvenient abundance of 
demestic money at home, is to loan Eu- 
rope the vehicle with which to carry our 
prosperity. To increase thereby Europe's 
ageregate of money is to raise normal 
prices of all commodities in Europe, in- 
cluding those for which the United States 
is Europe's ‘best source of supply.’ There- 
fore, diametrically the opposite in achieve- 
ment to what our ‘goldites’ urge, we would 
enlarge Europe's demand for our surplus 
petroleum, provisions, cotton and wheat, 
and upon a higher plane of prices for them 
as she buys. 

Silver Basis Only Temporary. 

‘Imagine, as the immediate achievement 
of our proposed enactment silver dollars 
and paper redeemable in silver dollars to 
be the only money of the United States. 
The tengency first evident will be its re- 
striction upon our importations of Euro- 
pean products. This is evident under In- 
dia’s silver monometallism in her relation 
to the outside world. But a home experi- 
ence may be recalled: 

“During the period of plethoric state 
bank notes in the United States, when a 
New York merchant had sold to western 
and southern merchants and bills were due, 
his collector obtaining local bank notes in 
a western city would invest in grain or 
fiour, in a southern city would invest in 
cotton. Shipping .the flour and cotton to 
New York the sales would realize New 
York bank notes. The operation was thus 
equivalent to shipping New York bank 


*notes from the western or southern cities 


to New York. The like operation between 
the United States and Europe: for our in-, 
ternational trade settlements would take 
the place of goid shipments, if gold were 
hoarded for high premium, as feared. 
Each such operation would swell the vol- 
ume of our exports of commodities and 
‘benefit, primarily, those for whom we 
must be most ¢gncerned. 

“But the. likeHhood’ of any need of such 
an operation as a part of the contempla- 
tion of the New York merchant in selling 
to the west and south tended to.make him 
indisposed to sell there. To such extent 
the southern and western importations 
from New York were lessened. To the 
like extent our foreign impotations will be 
lessened under our silver money regime, 
to the advantage of our home manufac- 
turers aS against the foreign manufac- 
turers all the time. But in our experience, 
when the, New York merchant or manufac- 
turer found his home market not broad 
enough for all his wares, as was frequently 
the case, his surplus was sold west and 
south at as low price. and sometimes even 
lower prices than to customers at home. 
‘The home price being for the greater por- 
tion of their merchandise was maintained at 
a sacrifice of profit on the moderate surplus 
sold elsewhere. Similarly Manchester, Lyons 
and German manufacturers would ex- 
perience the restriction of our silver money 
upon them. Our-importations of Europe’s 
products are to some extént a surplus which 
she must seli. To that extent our importa- 
tions of foreign products will continue to 
foreign disadvantage and our gain. 

“But, because we are Europe's ‘best source 
of supply’ for our great surplus of staple 
commodities, Europe will buy of us, even 
though we do not buy of her. As, for in- 
stance, we buy from Cuba $75,000,000 worth 
of goods a year and sell to Cuba $12,000,000 
to $25,000,000 only; or as Brazil finds a mar- 
ket here for $70,000,000 of her commodities 
and buys $40,000,000 only of our commodities 
in return; and finally as England, on the 
contrary, is debtor to the United States for 
an excess of $100,000,000 a year by average 
in our mutual barter of commodities with 
her. 

Our Silver Dollar at a Premiuam. 

“Therefore, with our silver money re- 
striction upon importations setting all our 
spindles turning, employing operatives at 
full time and these operatives made thereby 
to enlarge our aggregate of home consumers 
of all home products; with dur trade settle- 
ments in merchandise serving to enlarge the 
exportations of our spare products; with 
Europe's prices for our products énhanced 
by our enlargement of Europe’s aggregate 
of money, our achievement next evident will 
be a credit balance of trade established in 
Europe for the merchants of the United 
States. At that point exchange 
on London would sell in Wall stréet at a 
discount. This means a draft on gold paya- 
ble seven days from date offered at a dis- 
count in standard silver dollars—the de- 
spised, stigmatized 60-cent-silver piece i+ 
| Wall street, held at a premium over gold 
in London. It means our silver dollars and 
our gold coin at par; bimetallism a reality 
in the United States. Our prosperity as her 
example, atid to such a degree at her ex- 
pense, is likely to énforce the iiifiuetice of 


Manchester's opinton of Knglead’s mone 


: metallism, the result of whith may mean 


the abandonnient of England’s vicious mon- 
etary system soon. 

“Burope’s only silver is her money. Eu- 
rope’s silver coin is valued from 3.06 cents 
to over 13.33 cents per dollar more than ours. 
Her ‘silver pots and spoons’ carry the ad- 
ditional price of labor in them. She will 
ship us gold, therefore, rather than silver 
at a minimum preference of 3 per cent. 

Gold Despised in 1853. 

“Our ‘goldites’ would dismiss all this on 
the ground of an over-abundance of silver. 
Had the most influential doctrinaire in mon- 
ey in Europe been as influential with law- 
makers in 1853, as our aforesaid tutor was 
influential with law dictators in 1893, France 
would have closed her mints to gold. Sil- 
ver monometallism would have been the 
coinage system of the worid. Chevalier 
threatened France with an abundance of 
gold as cheap and overwhelming as iron. 
Silver is the overabundant prediction of 
our influential doctrinaires. Note, however, 
that $5,000,000 worth of silver bullien is at 
this moment an overestimate for the world’s 
distributing markets’ supplies of silver. 
Independent Bimetallism Achieved. 

“Finally, our ‘goldites,’ and in particular 
our tutor aforesaid, distort history 
for proof that bimetallism has 
proved itself a failure; and that 
independent bimetallism in the United 
States difring eighty years, furnished the 
experience for the certainty of failure if at- 
tempted now. The facts, justly handled, 
refute both assertions flatly. 

“The world’s great mints were never open 
to gold and silver without limit on a single 
price among them for each metal. In COn, 
sequence, every seeming divergence be- 
tween a market price and a mint price for 
either metal was invariably a difference 
between mint prices. Divergence between 
one mint price and another, or other mint 
prices, has to answer in history for every 
annoying flight of gold or of silver interna- 
tionally. By undervaluing gold relative to 
silver, compared with the French mint’s 
valuation of gold relative to silver, our 
coinage act of 1792 caused our merchants 
to choose gold preferably to silver for their 
foreign settlements following 1792. By un- 
dervaluing silver relative to gold, compared 
with the French mint’s relative valuation 
of the two, in our coinage act of 1834 we 
made our merchants choose silver prefera- 
bly to gold for foreign settlements there- 
after. This divergence between mint prices 
—not divergence between our mint price 
and any market price—cost us gold in one 
period and cost us silver in the other, for 
the reason only that during most of both 
periods we were usually the debtors in bal- 
ancing our foreign trade. 

United States’ Independent 
tallism Experienced. 

“Our ‘goldite’ assertion that our said act 
of 1792 effectually demonetized gold by ex- 


Bime- 


pelling it from the country, and that our’ 


act of 1834 effectually demonetized silver by 
expelling it, are alike refuted by indisputa- 
ble reeords, not made for argument, but 
reporting facts. Thus for the twelve years 
ending in 1805 our gold coinage exceeded our 
Silver coinage. In the eighteen years fol- 
lowing, our gold coinage was half our silver 
coinage. In the nine years ending in 1538 
our gold coinage was one-fourth our silver 
coinage. And in this same period of ‘ban- 
ished gold’ (?) our trade movements of both 
metais were usuaily in one direction—usu- 
aliy export in excess of import of both until 
ending in 1823. In 1824 the net movement 
of the two was import in excess of export. 
1825 refutes this gold banishing theory flat- 
ly by a net import of gold and a net export 
of silver. In the fivé years following both 
metals moved together again, import in ex- 
cess of export. In 1831 our ‘goldites’ are 
again refuted flatly by the net import of 
gold with a net export of silver. Thereafter 
gold and silver both show import in excess 
of export until 1834. 

“And in the period following 1834, while 
‘banished silver’ (?) is the assumption of 
our ‘goldites,’ our silver coinage in the first 
eight years equaled our silver coinage of the 
eight years prior. Wur silver ecinage in 
these first eight years exceeded by $8,000,- 
000 our coinage of gold. In the second eight 
years, ending in 18, we coined $18,000,000 
of silver, although we were not producing 
silver, but were producing gold in amounts 
more vast than the world had known. And 
in the first four years of this ‘silver ban- 
ished’ (?) period our imports of silver ex- 
ceeded our exports of silver by $6,000,000 
more than our imports exceeded our ex- 
ports of gold. For the three years ending 
in 1842 the net improvement of both metals 
was together export in excess of import. 
And nine years after this act of 1834 our 
net movement was import in excess of ex- 
port tor gold and silver both. Our ‘goldites’ 
are refuted notably and finally in the fact 
that prior to our civil war uu single im- 
portant movement of the one nietal inward 
and the other metal outward 1s the record 
of a year. 

“And note also in this connection and at 
this particular moment, besides the consid- 
erable sum in coins of foreign nations, cir- 
culating as our legal tender until 1857, and 
besides the unlimited legal tender function 
of half dollars, quarters and dimes until 
1853, and besides the fact that 80 per cemt 
of all the silver dollars coined were coined 
after 1834, this fact, namely, that redundant 
bank notes which increased by more than 
$200,000,000 in a period of ten years, were 
tending all the time to house both gold and 
Silver in quiet bank reserves. 

France a Safe Criterion. 

“Finally, I regret profoundly that space 
forbids the mention of independent bimet- 
allism in France and the record of her mint 
dictation of the world's market price for 
goid -an#@ s®ver during a period of seventy 
years. On the closing or her mints against 
Silver in 1874 France had $900,000,000 of gold 
and $700,000,000 of silver circulating side by 
side as money. Her population barely ex- 
ceeded 35,000,000. Our present population ex- 
ceeds 65,000,000, with a promise of exceeding 
the aggregate population of Great Britain 
and France within ten years, and our use 
for gold and silver is for a circulation over 
a.territory seventeen times the area of 
France.’’ mm Wi Be

| WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 


McCreary Has No Idea That the Carlisle 
Bill Will Pass. 


LODGE SPEAKS HIGHLY OF OUR ART 


Tom Reed Goes s Lecturing on Wealth, 
Some Kinds of Which He Does 
Not Possess, 


Washington, December 2.—Special.j— 
Representative McCreary, of Kentucky, 
in speaking of the financial! bill today, said: 

“I have no idea that it will pass the sen- 
ate, but 1 want to see the house do its du- 
ty. My own idea is that when in the last 


that there can be no financial] legislation, 
both houses will agree to a monetary com- 
mission. This commission can be at work 
next summer and can report to the next 
congress when it meets. Nothing more than 
the appointment of a commission can be 
accomplished now.’’ 

And nothing more could be accomplished 
by such a commission than was accom- 
plished by the international monetary con- 
ference which met in Brussels several years 
ago, and of which Mr. McCreary was a 
member in part representing the United 
States. 

Such talk as this which McCreary in- 
dulges in is looked upon by the majority 
of thinking men of the house and senate 
as the merest bosh. The people elect con- 
gress to enact monetary laws for them and 
not for the purpose of appointing commis 
sions to propose them. There have already 
been proposed to congress scores of plans. 
When the average congressman begins to 
look to the interests of his country in ad- 
vance of his own interests something will 
be done. 

Without a single exception the southern 
democrats in congress are urging action. 
They have shown a disposition to make con- 
cessions in order that there might be action. 
They are neither hidebound nor senseless. 
lf they cannot get what they want in the 
way of relief they have shown a disposi- 
tion to take the best thing they can get. 

Senator Lodge, of Massachusetts, was one 
of those who delivered an address in the 
senate Thursday last on the acceptance 
by congress of the statue of Daniel Webster 
placed in Statuary hall by the state of 
Massachusetts. Before opening his address 
on Daniel Webster, Senator Lodge spoke a 
few very truthful words about that portion 
of the capitol] known as Statuary hall, that 
place in which nearly all states of the 
union, except Georgia, are represented. 

Senator Lodge said: “That hall is a very 
fine one, and it may be doubted whether 
its beauty has been enhanced by the collec- 
tion of statues now ranged about its walls. 
The hall, both im proportions and its de- 
sign, is simple, dignified and harmonious, 
but no one, I. imagine, would think of ap- 
plying these adjectives to the collection of 
statues which it contains. They certainly 
are not harmonious, for thy are of all 
sizes, diverse heights, and different sub- 
stances. There is, to be sure, a certain 
uniformity of artistic ex-cution, but even 
in this direction the uniformity is not com- 
plete, for among the figures 
there are some good statues. 
The most remarkable thing about 
the collection, however, is the choice of 
subjects, which ranges from George Wash- 
ington to a governor of very passing, if 
not purely local, reputation. This offers 
certainly a wide range of selection, but it 
s-ems to lead to some confusion as to what 
entitles a man to have his statue in the 
national capitol wen we consider who have 
been omitted and who let in.” 

Thomas B. Re2d has been over in Phil- 
adelphia delivering a lecture on “‘Wealth.”’ 
While Reed has never been guiity of ac- 
cumulating financial! wealth, he is pretty 
well loaded with wealth of other character. 
He has a wealth of brain and of luck. 
To date, this has brought him apparently 
everything he has desired and the present 
indications are that it will lead him to 
higher things. 

With his other qualities, Tom Reed has 
of late acquired a full degree of judgment. 
Every man in America who has ever heard 
Reed talk, or has’ read _ his facetious 
speeches made in congress for years past, 
predicted that after the result of the last 
election his first speech in congress would 
ba one chaifiing the democrats. But no 
such thing has occurred. Not one word 
about the recent democratic defeat has 
been uttered by a republican on the floor 
of the house sincs congress met.

He firmly believes that he will this 
time ba successful in his ambition and he 
believes that if the next congress, which 
is republican, does nothing radical, the nom- 
inee of the republican party will be a sure 
winner. 

In believing that he will be the nominee 
of his party, Mr. Reed probably knows 
whereof he speaks. Certainly all the lead- 
ing machine men of the republican party, 
tne men who have heretofore named the can- 
didates, seem to have combined on him, 
There are ¢lements in the republican party 
arrayed abathst both Harrison and Mc- 
Kinley, but Tom Reed is either a large or 
medium sized idol in the eyes of every re- 
publican in American. To the great mass 
of them Reed is worshiped as a golden 
god upon a silver pedestal. And there is 
no doubt of the fact that if Reed were the 
nominee he would run like a scared rab- 
bit.

PORTER ASHE SUSPECTED. 


Accused of Mismanaging the Estate 
of Sarah Althea Terry. 

San Francisco, Cal., December 2.—Porter 
Ashe is no longer the guardian of the es- 
tute of Sarah Althea Terry, the woman 
who claimed to be the wife of Millionaire 
Sharon. and is the widow of David Terry, 
who was shot and killed by Dave Nagle, 
the tragedy being a result of the Sharon 
case. In 1892 Sarah Althea was declared 
insane and Porter Ashe, the young turfman 
lately repofted to be in finan@ial straits, 
was appointed guariian of her estate. The 
guardianship was suspended yesterday on 
the petition of Thomas H. Williams, Jr., 
president of the California Jockey Club. 
The document is most severe cn Ashe. 

The latest news concerning the eccentric 
young horsemnan comes from the far east, 
and is not the least encouraging. He is 
reported once more “‘dead broke,’’ notwith- 
standing the repeated victories of Geraldine. 
As the language of the petition is, “his 


your petitioner.” The various court orders 
made in the matter of the estate are cited, 
and particular attention is paid to the or- 
ders providing for the sale of personal 
propetty. This property consists of dia- 
monds, watches. jewelry, clothes and other 
personal effects. One iot was appraised at 
$1,734.67 and another at $5,216.75. 

Thé petition says it is to be presumed 
this personal property has been sold, but 
if so, no return has been imade. It algo 
alleges that the records show that no ac- 
counting of any kind hap been made. A 
serious allegation is that Ashe has neglect- 
ed the interests of his ward to such an 
extent as tc leave ker in the asylum in 
Stockton without making any provision 
for supplying her with the common necessa- 
ries of life or with proper medical attend- 
ance.

The duel was the result 
of the trouble in the chamber, in which 
Barthou gave the lie to Jaures. 


Came from Belgium. 

London, December 25.—The Paris corre- 
spondent of The Morning Post says that he 
has been assured by good authority that 
the document by which Dreyfus was con- 
victed of high treason catne from Belgium. 

“There is no doubt,” the correspondent 
continues, “‘that the document was once in 
the hands of the German legation in Brus- 
sels, from which France probably obtained 
it by bribing. Count Von Munster, the 
German ambassador in Paris, is angry at 
the assertions that a member of his staff 
handed over the document to France and 
that he intended te name the member or is- 
sue a denial of the story.”’ 

The Standard’s Paris correspondent says: 

“It is rumored that Dreyfus’s counsel, M. 
Demange, will publish the speech ne made 
at the trial of Dreyfus, showing the nature 
of such charges. The publication of the 
speech will not be permitted in France, how- 
ever.”’ 

The Chronicle’s Paris correspondent says 
that the journey of Dreyfus to Brussels was 
one of the clues that led to his detection. 

A Titled Lady Missing. 

According to The Soliel today, a myste- 
rious foreign titled lady has disappeared 
from her residence as a direct result of 
the trial of Captain Dreyfus. Detectives 
had been ordered to keep a strict watch on 
her, but she succeeded in eluding them. 
Dreyfus is said to have visited her house 
frequently. 

The authorities say that Dreyfus, who has 
been ill in prison for several days, is fever- 
ish and very weak. 


SEELEY GETS EIGHT YEARS. 


Says He Is Glad the Thing Is Over. 
Scenes in Court. 

New York, December 25.—Samuel C. See- 
ley, the defaulting bookkeeper of the Na- 
tional Shoe and Leather bank, who was 
arrested in Chicago on December llth, and 
last week pleaded guilty to an indictment 
against him for defrauding ,the bank by 
making false entries and converting the 
bank’s money to his own use, was arraigned 
before Judge Benedict in the United States 
circuit court yesterday for sentence. The 
specific sum mentioned in the indictment 
as misappropriated by Seeley is only $5,080, 
though his péculations from the bank for 
the benefit of Fred Baker, which has been 
going on several years, aggregated $304,000. 
Out of this sum Baker only gave Seeley 
$200 to go away with after his crime had 

Seeley was brought from Ludlow street 
jail to the federal building at 11 o'clock 
this morning by Deputy Marshal J. FE. Mc- 
Aviney and taken to the office of the United 
States marshal, McCarty.

Gold Ore in Colorado Mines with No 
Bottom in Sight. 

Leadville, Col., December 25.—The Herald- 
Democrat says: “The Leadville of the past 
will be forgotten in the Leadville of the 
immediate future. The gold production for 
1894 from threé producers will reach §$2,000,- 
000. The recent strike in the Rex mine has 
developed a body of high grade- gold ore 
thirty-six feet in thickness, while imme- 
diately beneath this is a body of silver ore 
of unknown depth. In the Triumph mine the 
shatt has been sunk 200 feet in a body of 
rich gold ore, with no bottom in sight. 
Many new prospecting and mining compa- 
nies are being formed and there is great 
activity in every direction.”

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ROMANCE FROM THE GALLOWS. 


The Letter a Bride's Father Left fier 
Before His Hanging in 1881. 


Amsterdam, N. Y. December %.—J. E. 
Mason, of West Charlton, Saratoga county, 
has sued Alonzo Andrews, of Northville, 
Fulton county, for the recovery of a letter 
which he claims was left in his care for his 
(Mason's) wife by her father. 

Mrs. Mason is the daughter of Edward 
H. Poindexter, who was hanged under the 
alias of Edward Earle, for the murder at 
Sageville, Hamilton county, on October 
14, 1881, of his wife, the mother of Mrs. 
Mason. This daughter was six years of 
age at the time of her father’s execution. 
She is now nineteen years old and was 
married recently to Mr. Mason. Poindexter 
was a member of a wealthy Virginia family, 
but would give no information about his 
family, saying he did not wish to bring dis- 
grace upon his relatives. He made some 
reference to his early career in a confession 
which was printed and su!ld from the steps 
of the gallows. 

Mr. Mason alleges that when Mr. Poin- 
dexter left the letter in charge of Mr. An- 
drews he charged him to deliver it to his 
daughter when she came of age or when 
she married. In addition, the condemned 
man left considerable prope: ty, it is claimed, 
in charge of Andrews under the same con- 
ditions. Mason says that Andrews now re- 
fuses to deliver the letter or the property. 
He thinks the letter may ‘tell of property 
to which Mrs. Mason is entitled in Vir- 
ginia.

STEAMSHIP. 


The Plant People Say It Will Be A 
Fine One. 

Tampa, Fla., December 25.—(Sp2cial.)—Mr. 
H. B. Plant, president of the Plant system 
of railways and steamships, and also 
of the Southern Express Company, is here 
for the winter, and, of course, is making 
his home at the elegant Tampa Bay hotel, 
of which he is the sole owner. He is a 
fine-looking, well-developed man ef about 
sixty-eight or seventy years, with iron 
gray hair and mustache, and a kindly ex- 
Pression of countenance. As he sat on 
one Of the porches of the hotel tonight af- 
ter dinner he Was apparently at peace with 
all the world. At any rate he was in a 
very contented frame of mind when ap- 
proached by the correspondent of The Con- 
stitution, and, in an unusually communi- 
cative mood for him. 

He said that the new steamship which 
the Plant Steamship Company will undoubt- 
ediy have built in the next six months, 
will be 385 feet long over all, 47 feet beam, 
with a draught of 16 or 17 feet when load- 
ed, iron hull, with four decks, and accom- 
modations for 200 first-cabin and 275 second- 
Class passengers, with plenty of deck and 
storage room; about 3,000 tons burthen 
and built for a speed of at least eighteen 
knots per hour en a natural draught. The 
plans for this ship are now being examined 
by three or four of the leading ship-_bulld. 
ing firms of the country, including the 
Crdmps, of Philadelphia; the Harlow & 
Hollingsworth Company, of Wilming. 
ton, D. C.; and the Bath iron works, of 
Bath, Me. Bids will be made by all thése 
firms within the next few weeks. 

The Plant officials hope that this ship 
will be of such speed that only a few of 
the trans-Atlantic iiners like the City of 
Paris, etc., can show their heels to her. 
Speculation is rife as to what “run’’ she 
will be placed on, as neither the gulf nor 
the Boston and Halifax traffic would seem 
to require such a large and expensive 
vessel. t all that Mr. Plant would say 
on this point was: “She will be a spare 
ship, and will run wherever the travel or 
the freight traffic may justify.’’ 

The report published yesterday in The 
Jacksonville Metropolis to the effect that 
this new Plant ship is designed to run on 
the St. Johns river between Jacksonville 
and Astor, the eastern terminus of the 
St. Johns and Lake Eustis railway, was 
erroneous, for the draught of the vessel, 
seventeen feet, would prevent her plying 
the St. Johns rivers above Jacksonville. 
In fact, it is doubtful if it would be safe 
to run a ship of that draught in from the 
ocean over the St. Johns bar. Some of 
the Coast-line’s steamship lines, as well 
as those in the gulf trade, are getting a 
little nervous over the prospect of so big 
and fast a ship going into commission in 
the Plant fleet. There are fears among the 
older and more firmly established lines 
that Mr. Plant may have his eye on 
Charleston, Savannah, Jacksonville or New 
Orleang for the New York and western 
trade. 

Speaking of the general condition of 
business as compared with last year’s, the 
great southern transportation man said: 

“Much lesg cotton is being shipped this 
year than last, and considerably less or- 
anges. The price of southern fruits, vege- 
tables, etc., depends on the business pros- 
perity of the country, for wherever there is 
@ plenty of money in the hands of the la- 
boring classes they are invariably heavy 
purchasers of the luxuries of life. So far 
ag the business on our roads and ships is 
concerned, it ig improving every day. But 
it is too early, as yet, to maké any safe 
calculation on the business of the present 
winter. I should say, however, that it will 
be fully equal to that of last year.” 

An Early Season. 

This is the fourth season at the Tampa 
Bay hotel, the great caravansary having 
been opened to the public in the winter of 
1891-92. It is one of the finest inns to be 
found in the world, and its guests this sea- 
gon are far more numerous than at any 
period in December of previous years. For 
western and southern people from the pop- 
ulous centers of these sections it is a de- 
cidedly popular resort, and, of course, 
no New York or New England tourist has 
“done” Florida without going to Tampa. 
In point of celebrity and social prominence 
the guests at the Tampa Bay do not enter 
@ back seat for any of those who frequent 
the American Riviera on the Florida east 
coast.

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WHERE PACKENHAM FELL, 


And Jackson and His Troops Con- 


quered. 

New Orleans, December 2.—About forty 
years ago it was decided to perpetuate the 
great victory of January 8%, 1815, and erect 
a shaft on the spot where Packenham fell, 
that should for all time tel: out to future 
generations the story of the triumph of 
American patriotic valor, even though out- 
nuisbered by the hired treavps of the pig- 
headed English. monarch. 

For a time the idea was immensely popu- 
lar and the work progtessed satisfactorily. 
Then it languished and finaily what was 
intended to be a nation’s recognition to a 
great soldier’s valor, fell into aimvust abso- 
lute decay, and until quite recentiy seemed 
to be really “nobody's child.”’ Kx very body 
seemed ashamed of it and ‘‘Jackson’s monu- 
ment,’’ in a stunted condition, stands con- 
fessed a crying shame to a patriotic, chiv- 
alrous people. 

Latterly much attention has been attract 
ed to the monument. Travelers froim the 
east, cheap trippers from the north and 
west, seldom, when in New Orleans, fall to 
make a pilgrimage to the monument. 

Of late a society of ladies, Known an th: 
Daughters of the Revoiution, nave organ. 
ized, and their intention being ito have 
monument compieted and the grounas at- 
tached forever cared for and preserve! a 
one of the few national show p aves of ta 
Crescent City. In truth, it 1s time that 
somebody took hold of the matt -r. The 
edifice is falling to pieces. From the top- 
most layer of brick and marbie have fallen 
great chunks of the shaft. The brick 
base is unsightly and rotting away. The 
whole is rapidly approaching th» ruin point. 
Weeds are creeping all over and a dank 
noisores odor permeates every portion of 
the pile. The iron circular stairway is 
falling into decay and an ascent now is 
really a labor of not only difficulty but of 
some danger. 

Long ago the monument had a wooden 
cap. That ig gone and the wind and rain 
have now full play. The interior is in an 
indescribably filthy condition. The whole 
is a serious reflection on everybody, for it 
is everybody's business it necessary to chip 
in and complete the monument, repair the 
base, plot out the ground adjacent and 
thoroughly conserve this spot, that is sanc- 
tified by the blood of hundreds of patriots, 
who gave up their lives, forming with their 
breasts a barrier to British aggression. 
Against these heroes Packenham’'s troops 
could not avail. ‘Thrice armed is he who 
bath a quarrel just,’’ and the god of battle 
was with these patriots on the day they 
met the foe on the plains of Chalmette. 


THE SENATE PATRONAGE. 


Democrats to HRepublicens. 

Washington, Decembd?r 25.—The prospect- 
ive transfer of the senate from democratic 
to republican control after March 4th next, 
will carry with it a transfer of places ag- 
gregating $369,012. This sum is divided up 
among 25 employes of all grades and re- 
muneration, the average income of each 
employe being $1,431. 

The patronage ranges all the way from 
the secretary of the senate, who gets more 
than a senator—$,396—<lown to laborers at 
$0 a month. It includes clerks to commit- 
tees, pages, messengers, watchmen, clerks, 
mail carriers, folders, firemen and engineers 
and all branches of service. It is generally 
distributed as follows, calcylating on the 
basis of the last congress: In the secre- 
tary’s office, $50,112; as clerks to comrmn'ttees, 
controlled by the members of the majority, 
$111,230; in the office of the sergeant-at-armes, 
$72,064; in the postoffice, $18,1%8; in the docu- 
ment and folding rooms, $20,154; in the sta- 
tionery room, $13,284; at the Maltby build- 
ing and on miscellaneous rolls, $6,470. The 
choicest places are these: Secretary, -at 
$5,396; chief clerk, at $3,000; financial clerk, 
at $3,000; sergeant-at-arms, at 4,50; clerk 
to the committee on appropriations, $3,000; 
minute clerk, $2,502; enrolling clerk, $2,592; 
reading clerk, $2,400; superintendent of the 
document room, $3,000; assistant doorkeeper 
of the senate, $3,992. The two last named 
piaces are not considered to be at the dis- 
posal of afiybody, for they are now filgd 
by incumbents who are regarded as fix 
ures. Amzi Smith, in the asccument rooni, 
is considered as one of the most usefu) ser- 
vants of the govermment. the other em- 
ploye is the venerabie Captain Bassett, who 
has been contacted with the senate for over 
fifty years, and who is regarded as much 
of @ fixture as the clock, the hands of which

There are, in addition to these places, 
several that are, in somé way, regarded 
as exemptions from thé general rule about 
the division of the spoils. But they usually 
hold minor positions. The rule is for the 
majority to name all the important people 
and for the chairmen of the various com- 
mittees to choose their own clerks.

Macon, Ga., December 24.—(Special.)— 
Probably no other institution of like origin 
can boast of so honorable a history and at 
the same time of so promising a future as 
does Mercer university, the venerable edu- 
cational enterprise of the Georgia Baptists.

Him from Bebind. 


Esceped for the Time—It Is Thought 
the Right Man Is in Jail. 


A dastardly attempt at murder for the pur- 
pose of robbery was made in this town last 
might and but. for the timely appearance 
of aid there would have been mourning ‘in 
this place today instead of Christmas joy. 
The attack was one of. peculiar boldness. 
As Mr. George T. Palmer, 
agent at this place, was entering his front 
gate with his dispatch box containing $300, 
at about 7 o’clock, he was dealt a murder- 
ous blow in the head which felled him 
Senseless. But for the fact that his as- 
Sailant was tooping when the blow was 
struck and that Palmer had on a cap, the 
stiff brim of which caused the weapon to 
glance, the agent would probably have 
been instantly killed. As it was, he was 
knocked senseless for a few moments. 

Mr. W, R. Malone, who was to take sup- 
per with Mr. Palmer, was coming from 
a store about fifty yards distant and heard 
the blows and the clash of the coin as the 
wox fell. Heintantly ran to his friend’s as- 
sistance. When the negro came out of the 
gate, Malone gave chase. He was at one 
time within fifteen feet of the fleeing man, 
but the negro outran him. All indications 
pointed to Henry Reed as the man and he 
was arrested last night. He resisted and 
had to be severely clubbed. This morning he 
Was taken to the place of the assault and 
his shoes fitted in the prints made by Mr. 
Palmer's assailant. The chain of evidence is 
complete and Reed will doubtless be con- 
victed. 

Mr. Palmer is seriously bruised about 
the face and in the back where he struck 
against the post in his fall, but he was 
able to be up today. The commitment trial 
was held and bond was put at $500. Reed 
was not able to raise it and was sent to 
the Louisville jail to avoid lynching. 


STRANGE RACE OF PEOPLE. 


oo <e —— 


Supposed to Be the Remnants of the 

Lost Colony of Roanoke. 
There lives in the swamps of Robeson 
county,. North Carolina, a strange race of 
people. Their manners, customs and per- 
sonal appearance are unlike those of any 
other race on the American continent, says 
The New York Sun. They live within them- 


selves, and their intercourse with their 
neighbors, both white and colored, is lim- 


ited to the extent which necessity demands. 
Among the citizens of the county they are 
called Portuguese and mulattoes. They are 
neither. Recent investigations by antiqua- 
rians, who have closely studied their char- . 
acteristics, incline to the opinion that they 
are the descendants of the Croatan Indians 
and the lost colony of Roanoke island. 

It is a historical fact that on the arrival 
of the relier expedition fitted out by Sir 
Walter Raleigh and Sir Richard Grenville 
the colony planted on Roanoke island a few 
months before had totally disappeared. 
Years aftefward, when the country had be- 
come spars2ly settied by the English, and 
when the Tuscarora Indians were the domi- 
nant tribe, it was a tradition among them 
that in .the interior there were white men 
who were members of a smaller tribe of 
Indians, and that these men possessed many 
of the gifts of the English. It is generally 
thought that when the English vessels sail- 
ed to England for supplies for the infant 
colony those left on Roanoke island were 
too weak to defend themselves against the 
Croatan Indians, their nearest neighbors, 
and that in an incursion the men were kill- 
ed and the women and children carried away 
into activity. 

Whatever may be the supposition, the 
fact, nevertheless, remains that in this re- 
mote country of the old North State there 
exists today a strange and peculiar people. 
Their associates have in the main been with 
those who, previous to the war, were known 
in the southern gtates as “free negroes.’’ 
They intermarried with these free negroes 
und. the majority of them are more or less 


tinctured with African blood. ‘This ad- 
mixture, however, does not change their 
characteristics, There are among them 


certain families who have held aloof from 
such alliances, and these occupy a position 
vf superiority, while they are not, in the 
strictest sense, tribal in their government, 
they bow in implicit obedience to their 
rulers, who are always members of these 
pure-blooded families, ‘These pure. bloods, 
in personal appearance, resemble the Por- 
tuguese, but in every gther characteristic 
they are more like the Indian. They are 
brave, generous, natural hunters, fine shots 
and very truthtul. The swamps abound in 
game, such a> bear, deer, ducks, turkeys 
and smaller animals and birds. They never 
forget an injury and treasure up their feel- 
ings of vengeance till they find a way to 
gratify it. ‘they live in houses of peculiar 
architectural designs, resembling the ‘‘dug- 
out’ of the primitivp western settler. 

“A few years ago-these people became a 
source of terror to their white neighbors. 
One of their principal men, Henry Berry 
Lowery, Organized a band of them and 
wrought as much crime in Robeson and the 


This 
man, on account of real or fancied wrong, 
waylaid and murdered a wealthy and infiu- 
ential white man, a Mr. Townsend. The 
horrors of Indian war, except the scalping 
of the victims, followed. Women and chil- 
dren were killed, as well ag able-bodied men. 
No race was exempt. It was a war of ex- 
termination. Houses were burned, stock 
destroyed and the country laid waste. After 
committing depredations the band would re- 
turn to the swamps, which are almost as im- 
penetrable as the jungles of India. They 
are covered with dense underbrush, and 
only those familiar with their recesses are 
able to find the hidden paths that lead 
into their depths. Lowery possessed con- 
siderable intellect, and, being familiar with 
every inch of the ground, showed himsclf 
an adept to the warfare. His second in 
command, Stephen Lowery, his uncle, was 
a capable lieutenant and was often sent on 
a marauding expedition with a part of the 
command, while the chief would strike at a 
Gistant point. 

This was continued for several years and 
became so disastrous to that portion of the 
state that the legislature passed an acf 
granting amnesty to all the desperadoes ex- 
cept Henry Berry and Stephen Lowery, for 
whose capture cr death a reward of $10,000 
was offered. This action of the state had 
the desired effect, and the war came to 
an end. What became of the leaders is not 
known. They were never captured, and no 
one ever claimed the reward for killing 
them. They disappeared and ‘their fol- 
lowers resumed the even tenor of their 
way. 

These people are leading citizens of the 
United States, but seldom avail themselves 
of their privileges, They take no interest 
is either local of national affairs. They 
have fought against all efforts for their im- 
provement and live today the same lives 
their ancestors did.

Developments of the past few years 
demonstrate, more than anything else, 
the fact that the power of money was 
never greater in the United States than 
it is today. Since the day the eastern 
banks met Secretary Chase's overture 
for money With which to carry on the 
war, with the counter proposition that 
all the funds needed would be provided 
if the government surrendered the bank- 
ing laws of the country to the eastern 
banks, the selfish hold of this national 
Shylock has steadily been tightening 
and his influence for evil constantly 

| The war fund was abso- 
lutely necessary and Secretary Chase 
either bad to surrender to the European 
pawers or to the Shylocks of his own 
people. He chose between two evils and 
very naturally took the latter, and prob- 
ably by so doing averted a calamity 
even greater in intensity than the one 
incurred. 

Never since that day has the money 
power failed to assert itself in all mat- 
ters of legislation on finance before con- 
gress. The national banking act cen- 
tralized the laws of banking and cur- 
rency in the general government and 
conferred in the hands of the money 
monopoly a power which had been 
wrested from it in one of the most mem- 
orable contests ever known in this coun- 
try, when Andrew Jackson, as president 
of the United States, stood for the peo- 
ple. By the national bank act the states 
were left absolutely without power to 
legislate on banking and currency, and 
all the state statutes pertaining to bank- 
ing and currency were rendered ob- 
solete. 

Since the day this national banking 
act was dictating, outlawing land, limit- 
ing loans to ninety.days, thereby de- 
priving-the farmers of any advantage 
whatever to derived from fthese 
banks, and forming for itself an abso- 
lute copartnership with the government 
in the monopoly of circulation, the mon- 
ey power has controlled all legislation 
on fitfancial questions. All parties seem 
powerless and the wheels of this power- 
ful Juggernaut now roli in triumph over 
the prostrate form of the republic. It 
nominates and elects presidents to do 
its bidding; it controls congress; and it 
even lays its violent hands on the courts 
of the country by dictating, where it 
ean, the appointment of judges, whose 
first duty is to guard its interests. There 
are members of congress who before the 
people will promise anything and yet in 
Washington they fall prostrate before 
the money power and worship it with 
a devotion not equaled since the days 
the Hebrews grew tired of waiting for 
Moses and fell down in the wilderness 
before the golden calf. The same mys- 
terious power dictates the appointment 
of congressional committees whose duty 
is to smother ail kinds of legislation that 
will interfere with its royal prerogatives. 
it hoodoos the president and the secre- 
tary of the treasury to issue bonds that 
the money power may grow richer and 
the burden of the people grow heavier. 
It has been reported time and time 
again that the syndicate engaged 
in. the recent bond outrage has 
made millions of dollars in the 
purchase and sale of these bonds, 
and the fact is. flouted in the face 
of the people: yet no man in congress 
raises his voice against this robbery 
and no protest comes from the people’s 
represeniatives. 

Silver is demonetized in spite of the 
fact that every honest man knows and 
admits that the chief result has been 
the enhancement of the value of gold; 
the reduction of wages, business disas- 
ter and commercial collapse; yet con-

What tales are told from Washington 
every day in the press of the country ? 
Committees are stifled, offices are open- 
ly bought and sold, and the power of 
patronage is used as the leverage of the 
money power as against the people. 
Never has the power of gold been so 
strong as it is today in Washington. It 
is unpopular to raise a yolce there 
against this state of affairs, and hench- 
men all over the country are employed, 
by patronage or otherwise, to smother 
and cover the crimes going on against 
the people. 

How long will this state of affairs be 
permitted? How long will the people’s 
patience hold out? How long will such 
rascality and such defiance of the peo- 
ple’s interests be continued? 

The republicans naturally want the 
situation to continue, just as it is, until 
the democratic congress expires by limi- 
tation. Then such reform as comes 
must come through a republican con- 
gress. The democrats have control of 
the senate, of the house, and they are 
nominally in possession of the executive 
department of the government. With-a 
democratic administration, therefore, 
are the republicans to be permitted to 
have their way and stifle all effort at 
legislation, or will democratic suprem-

Moving Southward. 

We observe a tendency on the part of 
some of our eastern contemporgries to 
enter a protest against the southward 
movement of the cotton manufacturing 
industry. This is natural, but we think 
our contemporaries should reserve their 
loudest arguments for the real pinch. 
The movement is just now getting into 
shape. It is experimental, so far as the 
northern and eastern capitalists are con- 
cerned, and protests cannot stop it until 
the experiment is either u success or a 
failure. 

Mr. Edward Atkinson said some years 
ago that the south would never be the 
site of cotton manufacturing. He saw 
then that a movement in this direction 
would be made, and he thought he knew 
that it would be a failure. He had in 
mind a tropical climate in which the 
operatives would not be able to work in 
the mills during the heated term. 

At that time a majority of the north- 
ern and eastern capitalists were of the 
same idea. Tsey had not discovered 
for themselves the Piedmont region, 
where the climate from year’s end to 
year’s end is the finest and the most 
temperate to be found on the face of 
the earth. They had not discovered an 
equally important fact—that in freights 
alone the southern mills save $5 on 
every °000 pounds of cotton they con- 
sume. This fact alone is sufficient to 
turn the whole tide of the milling busi- 
ness in this direction. 

The upshot of it all will be that the 
south will become the site and center of 
the cotton manufacturing business, and 
when the capital that is now invested 
in it in the east is transferred to this 
section, as it surely will be, we shall be 
able to run the European mills out of 
the business. 

The time is ripe for the movement 
southward, and, in spite of the natural 
protests of our eastern contemporaries, 
it will grow in volume until it embraces 
every concern that has heretofore been 
able to pay dividends in the east. 


The Poor Magnates! 

A ton of cotton seed is not fuller of 
oil than Editor Dana is of sarcasm, It 
(the sarcasm, not the oil) oozes from all 
his pores, and runs down his pen hand 
into the ink bottle. In Monday’s issue 
of The Sun, Editor Dana, remarking on 
the changes that have been made in the 
Carlisle currency plan, says that none 
of them goes to the root of the matter. 

We are left somewhat in doubt as to 
what Editor Dana is disposed to regard 
the root of the matter, but he goes on 
to say: 

Lhe new bill, like the old one, authorizes 
an inflation of our paper currency by at 
least $550,000,000, and, pernaps, $750,000, 000, 
without providing for its redemption in gold 
and without any effectual provision for di- 
minishing the volume of outstanding legal 
tenders. Our New York financial magnates, 
who have put up this year $116,000,000 in 
gold to save the treasury from suspending 
gold payments, ought to bestir themselves 
in opposition to this latest administration 
folly if they would not see all their efforts

Powers denies offering to kill the ciga- 
rette bill for a bribe, but MeCoull and 
the reporter will swear that he was not 
misquoted and that every line of the re- 
port is correct: It is probable that the 
result will be the exposure of a condition 
perhaps even worse than the state of 
affairs recently discovered in New York.

A Complaint from the East. 

Since the railway companies have 
raised the common grades of cotton 
@oods from third to second class, and 
have increased the freight rates accord- 
ing to this classification, the-New York 
dry goods men are complaining loud- 
ly. They make the point that the 
south manufactures the common and 
cheaper classes of cotton goods more 
cheaply than the eastern mills, and the 
latter cannot compete successfully with 
their new rivals unless they have freight 
charges in their favor. 

The New York Journal of Commerce 
SAYS: 

_It should require no argument to con- 
vince the railway companies that they are 
as deeply interested as the manufacturers

» pre-eminence of New York as a distributing 


center. It appears to the dry goods trade 
that in their new classification of cottons 
the railway managers have overlooked this 
fact. Reducing the finest cottons from first 
to second class has little or no effect upon 
the distributing business at this point, be- 
cause those articles must be obtained from 
New York and points east of it. But ad- 
vancing nearly all the cheaper and heav- 
ier cottons from third class to second class 
is likely to affect the eastern manufactur- 


lines that the south is developing a large 
manufacturing business. To advance the 
Classification of cottons of these grades be- 
tween New York and Chicago is to turn the 
scale just so much against the mills and 
jobbers ot the east and in favor of southern 
production. The railroad managers reply 
that even after they have advanced the 
classification of cottons to the second class 
the rates from this city t) the west will be 
below those from southern points. This 
may be true, but it is evident that the dry 
goods trade is not convinced of it, and 
even if it were true the advance of 30 per 
cent in the freight charges on the com- 
moner classes of cottons, unbleached sheet- 
ing excepted, would make a marked differ- 
ence in the terms on which the east and 
south enter the western markets. Rail- 
roads from this point can do themselves 
no good by driving any trade toward the 
south. 

these admissions are very significant, 
and they point to the coming suprem- 
acy of this section as the world’s center 
of cotton manufacturing. The eastern 
mill owners fully understand the situa- 
tion, and their active work in estab- 
lishing branch plants in the south shows 
that they recognize the fact that from 
how on cotton manufacturing in New 
England will be a losing business.

More Misrepresentation Answered. 


Editor Constitution: The following re. 
markable paragraph is a part of an edito- 
rial which appeared in The New Orleans 
Picayune of last Friday, and which was re¢. 
printed in The Atlanta Journal of Monday, 
with the latter paper's hearty approval: 

‘The free coinage of silver means that 
the government must guarantee every sil- 
ver dollar, which is worth less than 50 cents, 
to be worth 100, and the person who owns 
the Silver gets the profit. lt means that 
the seigniorage, which is the difference be- 
tween the price of the metal in the open 
market and the face value of the money 
into which it is coined, is to go to the own. 
er of the bullion, and not to the mint. In 
the case of gold the opposite is true; while 
gold bullian ig always rated at itg value in 
perfect purity, gold coin ig always alloyed, 
and the mint makes the difference. Amer- 
ican gold coin is alloyed 10 per cent, and in 
giving an ounce of coin for an ounce of pure 
gold, the mint makes a seigniorage of W 
per cent.”’ 

The maker and endorser of the above 
statements have every opportunity of know. 
ing whether or not they are true. The 
statutes of the United States are open to 
all persons, and they show that there is no 
foundation for these assertions. 

The government does not and never did 
“ruarantee”’ a silver dollar or any other 
dollar to be worth 100 cents, or any other 
sum. The free coinage act cf 1837 fixed the 
standard of both gold and silver coin at 
900 parts pure metal and 100 parts alloy 
and prescribed the weight of each colin. 
All the gold coins and all the silver cains 
were a full legal tender for all sums what. 
ever. The government stamp showed the 
weight and fineness and the law established 
the legal tender, and that is all there was 
of it. 

When the government denies free coin- 
age to silver, purchases silver bullion and 
coing it on governiment account, the differ- 
ence between the bullion price and coinage 
price, if any, is. seigniorage.. There is no 
such thing ag seigniorage under free coin- 
age, either of gold or silver, as the govern- 
ment does not buy bullion. 

Of course the government does not make 
10 per cent or any other per cent when gold 
bullion ig brought to the mint for coinage, 
The standard weight of the eagle (there is 
now No gold doliar), is 258 grains, of which 
222.2 grains are pure gold and 25.8 grains are 
alloy. The alloy plays no part in determin- 
ing the coining value of the bullion and is 
provided by the government. The depositor 
of 232.2 grains of pure gold, or of 258 grains 
of standard gold woulda get his $109 piece in 
either case. There was, under various acts, 
a charge for converting bullion into coin to 
be paid by the depositor, but this was re- 
pealed in the resumption act of 1875. 

On a par with these misstatements is one 
from The Lawrenceville News that “a co- 
lossal national debt was created during the 
war, which, while not originally payable in 
gold, was made s0 by the republican party 
before the democrats obtained control of 
the administration of affairs.’’ The answer 
to this is that neither the republican party 
nor any other party made the national debt 
payable in gold, The United States owes no 
debt of any sort funded, or floating, for 
which gold may lawfully be demanded to 
the exclusion of silver. If so, the statute 
would wow it, but there is no such law. 

The financial question is by all odds the 
most important issue before the country 
and people have a right to have known 
facts fairly stated, no matter what argu- 
ment may be advanced or conciusionigs 
drawn from such facts. There ig not any 
excuse for such statements as those quoted, 
whether the misrepresentation is deliberate 
or the result of carelessness, or indifference,

HOW THE PRISONERS ENJOYED THE DAY 


Thoy Were Given Christmas Dinners, and 
All butthe Murderers Turned Loose 
in the Corridors. 


The iron grating and heavy locks of the 
Fulton county jail did not bar the way 
against Santa Claus yesterday. Evidences 
of the gladsome yuletide were there as 
elsewhtere. 

There was not a prisoner in the jail but 
Wie was made tu fees that Christmas had 
comé, uniess, peMfaps, it was Alexander 
Carr, the condemned murderer. 

Even he was treated to an elaborate din- 
ner, Which he ate in his usual mechanical 
fashion. Early yesterday morning all of 
the prisoners in the jail were turned into 
the corridors, except Will Myers, the Carr 
brothers, Joe Dean, the murderer of old 
man Leigh, and the condemned rapist, 
Adolphus Duncan, who is to hang on Jan- 
uary lith. 

All of these were kept closely locked in 
their respective cells and the only way in 
Which they could participate in the festiy- 
ities of their fellow prisoners was by ob- 
Serving their movements through the grat- 
ing of their cell doors. 

The prisoners when turned into the cor- 
ridors by Jailer Mardis were told to enjoy 
themselves to their heart’s content, and 
they made a day of it in the regulation 
Christmas way. Among the prisoners ge 
a large number of whitecappers from north 
Georgia, and they took advantage of thege 
freedom by dancing, singing and cracking 
jokes among themselves. ; 

All day long the negroes in the jail kept 
up their plantation songs and keeping time 
to the n-usic with the break-down dance. 
Every step known to the southern darky 
was execuled with a holiday gleefulness no 
less hearty Oy reason oF their environment. 

Many of the prisoners were in receipt of 
Christmas remembrances from their homes. 
For several days before Christmas boxes 
and parcels began to pour in by express. 
Some of the boxes contained boiled hams, 
roasted turkeys and the golden poundcakes 
prepared by loving hands at home. 

The north Georgia whitecappers were 
bountifully remembered, and with their us- 
ual liberality they divided with their less 
fortunate’ fellow prisoners. Jailer Mardis 
and his assistants rounded up the pleasing 
Situation by giving all of the prisoners a 
bountiful and well-cooked Christmas dinner. 

But there is one man in the jail who 
looked upon che scene around him with a 
melancholly and listless air. This was 
Will Myers, the boy who is condemned to 
be hung on February 8th tor the murder 
of Forrest Crowley. 

There has been a remarkable change in 
Myers's appearance within the last few 
days. His eyes have a weary, hollow look 
and the traces of deep anxiety are noticea- 
ble on his pale teaturés. His iron nerve 
Seems to Lave disappeared, and he seems to 
have suddenly awoke to a realization of his 
position. 

Standing in his cell yesterday he made a 
forlorn and miserable picture. His young 
face bore the story of the terrible anguish 
that. has blighted his life and now threatens 
him with tae gallows. 

He haa but little to say, but what he did 
Say Was spoken in a subdutcd voice. 

“I have spent the day,” said he, “ag 
pleasantly as 1 could expect under the cir- 
cumstances. 

“My parents sent me a nice dinner, which 
I enjoyed very much, and I am also in- 
debted to some unknowr friend for an ad- 
ditionai remembrance in the Shape of a 
splendid dinner.” 

The young tellow gazed wistfully through 
the grating of his cell door and inquired if 
his father had been seen at the jail during 
the afternoon. : 

He was evidently expecting a visit from 
his father and was yearning for his arrivai. 
Adolphus Duncan and the negro boy whe 
is to be hanged on January ilth, and Joe 
Dean, the Campbell county murderer, were 
in the same ceil yesterday and seemed to 
take a lively interest in the merry-making 
of the prisoners. There was nothing in 
their appearance to indicate a realization 
of their impending Goom. wJike all the rest 
of the prisoners, they enjoyed their dinners 
and didn’t sgem to be troubling over the is- 
Sues of the morrow. About the happiest 
Spectacle at the jail was the moonshiners 
in their inclosure adjoining the building. 
They spent the day playing “old sledge,” 
smoking their pipes and cutting the pig- 
eon wing at intervals. 

The only thing that was lacking to make 
their surroundings thoroughly harmonious 
was the rough-mouthed»jug with its ac- 
companiment of Georgia mountain dew.

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DIDNT CLOSE UP.

Saloonist Johnson Sold Christmas Whisky 
Yesterday at Wolesale. 


HE WAS STOPPED JUST BEFORE NOON 


Detective Wooten Closed the Saloon and 
Meade a Case Against Mr. Johnson. 
Believes He Did Nothing Illegal. 


C. P. Johnsen, who is well known in 
connection with a wholesale and retail 
whisky business which he conducts on Ala- 
bama street, was selling whisky by the 
quart at a Christmas rate yesterday morn- 
ing until a few minutes past 11 o’clock, 
when Detective Wooten caused him to close 
his dvors. At the same time the detective 
also made a charge against the safonist 
for violating section 892 of the city code, 
which forbids the sale of liquor, at either 
retail or wholesale, upon Christmas’ 

Mr. Johnson was apparently much sur- 
prised. In fact, he objected strenuously, 
and even while he was entering his protest 
against the proceedings of the officer, the 
sale of whisky was going on with much 
spirit. 

There are many people who are inclined 
to take a convivial view of Christmas and 
celebrate it accordingly. The more whisky 
they can drink the more Christmas means 
to them. It is needless to say that these 
persons had bought a liberal supply of 
liquors and milder intoxicants on Christmas 
eve. But in many insiancay where other 
ecnvivially inclined persons had been Called 
in to help partake of the Christmas cheer, 
the fast flow of the joying bowl soon dis. 
posed of the stock on hand. Those who 
fcund themselves in this guandary did not 
know where to turn, 

Passing along in front of Mr. Johnson's 
saloon yesterday morning, one of these 
liquoriess observers of the holiday saw a 
sign which read to the effect that whisky 
could be obtained at Johnson’s, but by the 
quart only—at wholesale. There was no 
effort on the part of Mr. Johnson to con- 
ceal the fact that he was stilling whisky 
by the quart; to the contrary, he alleges 
that it was his right to sell whisky on 
Christmas day by the quart, if he so elect- 
ed. Gradually Mr. Johnson’s trade began 
to grow brisk and he was soon rapidly ac- 
commodating any number of individuals— 
by the quart only. 

Patrolman L[lliott, who was on this beat 
while the sale was in progress, suggested to 
Mr. Johnson that it was not a lawful pro- 
ceeding—to sell whisky on Christmas day. 
Mr. Johnson replied that it was lawful to 
sell it as he was selling it, not by the quart, 
but at wholesale. In the argument that 
followed, Mr. Johnson came cut decidedly 
ahead, and the patrolman decided to await 
the arrival of his sergeant before taking 
any further action in the matter. Mr. John- 
son was so positive that it was all right 
to sell by the quart that the patrolman was 
not willing to take it upon himself to force 
the saloonist to close. 

In the meantime, however, Detective 
Wooten, having caught wind of Mr. John-' 
son's sale of whisky by the quart, came 
upon the scene. Mr. Johnson had a sign 
which was unequivoca) in the statement 
that liquor might be purchased inside, not 
by the drink, but per quart. Detective 
Wooten informed Mr. Johnson that the sale 
must stop. 

“But I’ve got a right to sell whisky by 
the whelesale,’’ replied Mr. Johnson. 

“It is a violation of the law,” asserted 
the detective, ‘‘and you'll have to close.”’ 

“We've always sold this way on Christ- 
mas,’ said Mr. Johnson. 

Detective Wocten was confident that such 
was not the case, and closed the saloon 
and made a case against C. P. Jonnscon for 
Selling whisky ‘in violation of the section 
named. There were not less than ten or 
tifteen quarts sold while the detective was 
talking to the saloonist. 

The case is set fur a hearing before Re- 
corder Calhoun on Thursday afternoon.

| Negroes Attempt to Interfere with the 


Arrest of Two of Their Rac: 


THE RINGLEADER PROMPTLY SUBDUED 


Two Holes Drilled in the Safe ofthe Atlan- 
ta Woodenware Company—Reaves 
Wood Likes Chatianooga. 


Shortly after 2 o’clock yesteiday after- 
noon the neighborhood in the vicinity of 
the corner of Glenn ana McDaniel streets 
was about to become the scene of a Brooks 
county race war on a small scale. 

As it turned out, however, Sanitary Inspec- 
tor Joiner, who is a brave and fearless 
man, nipped the riot in the oud, quelled 
the ring leader and kept three negroes un- 
Ger arrest until the patrol! wagon couid 
arrive and carry them to the station house. 

Ed and Joe Crockett, who were jointly in 
the possession of a pistol, were making 
themselves very obnoxivus near the corner 
of McDaniel and Glenn streets by profanity 
and loud talking. There was no officer near 
at the time, and finally Sauitary Inspector 
Joiner was appealed tu. He went at once 
and when the men refused to desist placed 
them under arrest. 

As he proceeded with them to the box for 
the purpose of calling a patrol wagon, a 
number of negroes began tu follow him. It 
is perhaps not generally known, but a sani- 
tary inopector is empowered to make ar- 
rests. The negroes quickly distinguished 
that he was not a regular police officer, 
and they began commenting on it. The 
crowd gathered until, wmen the box was 
reached, there were not less than fifty or 
Sixty negroes about the inspector and his 
prisoners. 

The murmurings of discontent grew loud- 
er and more certain, and several negroes 
in the crowd declared that the inspector 
had no right to arrest the two men and 
that he should not take them to the police 
station. While the inspector and his pris- 
cners were awaiting the coming of the pa- 
trol wagon, a negro named k. L. Jackswun, 
who appeared to be the ring leader, stepped 
forward, and with an oath said that the 
two men gould not be taken to the police 
Station. ‘This excited the negrves and they 
lined up as if to back the statement and the 
sentiment. Any hesitation on the part of 
Ii.spector Joiner might have precipitated a 
fight and the release of the Crocketts. 

Iie turned tiie two Crocketts over to a 
citizen who was standing near and turned 
upon Jackson. He used a walking stick 
With splendid effect and Jackson was quick- 
ly knocked out. By the time the patrol 
Wagou arrived the crowd had increased 
ccnsiderably, but there were no belligerent 
demonstrations and the Crocketts and 
their would-be rescuer rode to the station 
house together, Ed and Joe Crockett are 
Charged with disorderly conduct und Jack- 
50n with interfering with an ofticer. 

Expert Suie Hlowers at Work. 

Yesterday morning, when the manager of 
the Atlanta Woodenware Company, which 
is located on South Forsyth street, entered 
the office of the concern, he was startled to 
find that some one had forced an entrance 
through the back of the store. 

At once he began to look about and his 
attention was first directed to the iron safe. 
At a glance he saw that it had been tamper- 
ed with. He looked closer and saw that 
holes, drilled by experts, were above and be- 
low the lock. The burglars were doubtless 
frightened away by the cruwds on the 
Street and were forced to leave their work 
unfinished. They left not a single clue be- 
hind. 


The night for the work was well selected. 
It was Christmas Eve nignt. The town was 
full of the sounds of popping cannon crack- 
ers and noises of horns and shouts. The de- 
tectives are at work upon the case, but thus 
far are without a zinzie clue-to work on.

It 
was thought by the friends of Wood that 
he would return to Atlanta, but a telegram 
received just after noon yesterday from 
Chief Hill, of the Chattanooga police, says 
that Wood will net come back without a 
warrant and requisition papers and that the 
young man has employed counsel to prevent 
his being brought back to Atlanta. 

Chief Connolly, who says that he knows 
nothing about the charge agaiust Wood, ex- 
cept that it is cheating and swindling, is 
authority for the statement that every ef- 
fort will be made to bring Wood back and 
that the requisition papers will be forward- 
ed as soon ag they can be obtained.

THRER PERSONS SHOT 


 crarence Bowles, a Negro Boy, Died 
Yesterday from a Bailet Wound. 


MISS FOLSOM PAINFULLY WOUNDED 


A Child Found to Have Been Shot Through 
the Shoulder—Two Stabbing Affrays 
and Other Casualties. 


Clarence Bowles, a twelve-year-old negro 
boy, died yesterday afternoon at 2 o’clock 
as the result of the accidental firing of a 
pistol Monday. 

Coroner Paden has one inquest for 9 
o’clock this morning, and that which is to 
be held over the body of the negro boy 
may not occur until this afternoon. 

The shooting of Bowles and his death are 
the usual accompaniments to Christmas 
frolics as conceived by boys of all classes, 
white and black. The shooting is said to 
have been done by Nolan Beard, who was 
one of the boys in the crowd that was 
about Bowles when he received his death 
wound. 

During the latter part of Monday after- 
noon Clarence Bowles and Nolan Beard, 
along with a number of other negro boys 
of the same age, were in possession of a 
pistol. A number of them, according to the 
story told, were looking at the revolver, 
which was a 38-caliber. In the passing 
around of the pistol it was fired and the 
bullet entered Bowles just below the left 
nipple and a little to the left. At first it 
was not thought that the wound was 
dangerous, or that it would be very likely 
to result fatally. He was carried to the 
home of his mother, at 38% Smith street. 
He lingered in great pain and died at 2 
o’clock, as stated. 

Nolan Beard, who is said to have had 
the pistol in his hand when it was dis- 
charged, has not yet been arrested. He 
lives near the corner of Elizabeth and 
Mary streets. 

Cut the Old Man’s Throat, 

An old man named McGhee, who lives 
in Lowe's alley, was taken to the Grady 
hospital yesterday morning 
shortly afterwards Jule Cross was placed 
in a cell at the station house, charged 
with disorderly conduct and marked for a 
state case. 

Cross, who is a young man, had evidently 
prepared, as far as liquids of an intoxi- 
cating nature can accomplish the result, 
to successfully celebrate the Christmas of 


‘94. In some way “old man’’ McGhee, as 
he is called, encountered the wrath of 
Cross. The old fellow is within a few 


years of being four score years old. Allow- 
ing his anger .to get the better of him, 
Cross made several lunges at the old man. 
The blows came very near resulting fa- 
tally. Twice his throat was badly gashed 
and soon McGhee was prostrate. 

At a late hour last night McGhee, who 
is possessed of considerable vitality, was 
resting very easily with every chance in 
favor of his recovery. Assault with in- 
tent to murder will probably be the charge 
against Cross on the state case. 

A Young Lady Shot Accidentally. 

Miss Mamie Folsom, the daughter of 
Montgomery M. Folsom, the well-known 
poet, accidentally shot herself yesterday 
afternoon about Zz o'clock. 

Miss Folsom had a pistol in her hand 
and was looking at it when it was ac- 
cidentaily fired. The barrel of the pistol 
was very near her face and the bullet en- 
tered just to the right of the nose and came 
out near the right ear. The wound is very 
painful, but is not at all serious. The 
powder from the charge burned the young 
lady’s face very severely.

Our Legal Tender. 
From The New Yerk Recorder. 

Y am asked by a correspondent to state 
precisely the different kinds of United 
States currency now in circulation, and 
to what extent each ig a legal tender. 

The government is responsible for the 
redemption of five classes of paper cur- 
rency which it has issued: (1) Legal tender 
notes issued during the war as promissory 
notes; (2) treasury notes of 18% issued in 
the purchase of silver bullion; (Ss) currency 
certificates issued for legal tender notes 
deposited with the government; (4) gold 
certificates issued for goid deposited, and 
(5) silver certificates issued for silver de- 
posited. 

As to the legal tender functions of our 
various currency, gold coin is a legal ten- 
der in all payments without any limit as 
to amount. 

The silver dollar of the act of 1793, 1837 
and 1878 is a full legal tender to any amount. 
(The trade dollar has no legal tender quaii- 
fications now.) 

All fractional] silver coin now minted is 
a legal tender to the amount of ten dollars. 

Minor coin is a legal tender to the amount 
of twenty-five cents. 

United States notes (‘‘greenbacks’’) are 
a legal tender in payment of all debts, pub- 
lic and private, except for duties on im- 
ports and interest on the public debt. 

Goid certificates are not a legal tender, 
but may be issued in payment of interest 
on the public debt, and are receivable in 
payment of customs, taxes and ail public 
auues. 

Silver certificates are not a legal tender, 
but are receivable for customs, taxes and 
all public dues. 

Currency certificates are not a legal tender 
lor any purpose, but may be counted as 
part of the lawful money reserve of bianks, 
and may be accepted in the settlement of 
Clearing House balance. 

United States Treasury notes of 1890 are 
& iegal tender in payment of all debts, pubiic 
and private, afd are receivable for customs, 
taxes @nd ail pupne dues. They may be 
counted #3 a part of the lawful reserve of 
the banks, and are redeemabie (like the 
legal tenders) in ge . or siiver coin, in the 
discretion of the cretlary of the Treas- 
ury (which die on he has never exercis- 
ed, or there w eid have been no trouble 
about maintaining the gold reserve). 

National banks notes are ngt a legal 
tenaer, except that they are receivable for 
all dues to the United States, except duties 
on imports, and for all debts and demands 
owing by the United States, except interest 
on public debt and in redemption of the 
national currency. Each national bank 
is required to receive at par, for any debt 
or liability to it, the notes of every other 
national bank. 


Grannisism in Gowns.

The agitation which Mrs. Elizabeth B. 
Grannis and her associates are endeavoring 
to spring on the public concerning fashion- 
able feminine dress is utter nonsense. 
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Many people have in all ages and in al

Civilization from 
time immemoriai has recognized the decol- 
lete garment. exposure of the neck 
and arms of women has been accepted by 
the highest forms of society since society 
existed. It has been consecrated, as it 
were, in painting and sculpture. It hag 
been canonized in religious art. 

Mrs. Grannis's pose is simply that of a 
blue stocking cideavoering to force her 
views upon a@ community that does not 
want them. The women of New York

rE. L. Fulton, of Reno, for a number of 
years agent of the land department of the 
Central Pacific railroad, tells a strange 
story of the wild horses now roaming over 
Nevada, and of the steps that have been 
taken to get rid of them. 

“There are now in Nevada more than 
200,000 head of these horses,’’ said Mr. Ful- 
ton, “and they are increasing so fast that 
they are getting to be a great nuisance. 
Cattle and sheep owners are killing them 
wherever they can. 

“The last legislature passed a law per- 
mitting any one to shoot any stallions 
that were found running wild, and the 
ranchers have, in consequence, keen kill- 
ing them off wherever they could. They 
do this as well to get rid of them as to 
keep the wild horses from increasing. 

“The trouble is, they are eating off the 
grass, so that sheep and cattle owners are 
having a tough time of it in some sec- 
tions. More than this, the stailions are in 
many cases leading off the domestic horses 
from the ranches. The ranchers figure 
that each stalliomis worth about $2, which 
is the top-notch fi e that can be realized 
from them. Horses are very cheap now 
the world over, but probably not since the 
settlement of America have horses been 
so cheap as they are in Nevada.

In this opirion he main- 
taired its taxability. The Central railroad 
being in the hands of a receiver, Attorney 
General Little filed an intervention asking 
the payment of these taxes. This, how- 
ever, was not disposed of during his term 
of efce. It was argued several months 
ago before Judge Speer by Attorney General 
Terrell, Alex Proudfitt, Dessau & Hodges, 
hk. K. Hines and Lanier & Anderson on the 
itaxability side and by Lawton & Cunning- 
ham for the road. 

The result of this legal dispute may be 
expressed in the clear and pointed language 
of Judge Speer: 

“This court is not only not satisfied that 
the Glenn act is constitutional beyond a 
reasonable doubt, but to the contrary, for 
the reasons above stated, is entirely satis- 
hed as to its constitutionality. 

“It perceives in the enactment a perfectly 
intelligent and obvious schenw of partial 
tncouragement to the railroad and for the 
necessary support to the municipalities and 
counties. This construction moreover re- 
moves from the state the reproach of hay- 
ing violated the obiigation uf its contract 
and having disregarded tts duty to.the na- 
tional constitution, and when we add that 
this construction is that adopted by Chief 
Justice Brown and Justice McKay, two of 
the most distinguished appellate judges cof 
highest rank the state has ever known, and 
that the legislature of the state adopting 
the construction of a majority of its su- 
preme court, has framed by the Glenn act 
ubove referred to a statute sustained in 
al respects by the supreme court of this 
Columbus Railway Company vs.

HUMAN STOMACH, 


It Beats Tin in Resistance to the Ef- 
fevts of Alcohol, 


From The St. Louis Globé.Democrat. 
“You would never imagine that the hu- 


alcohol than an oyster can, would you?” 
said F. A. Carter, of Louisville, Ky. The 
friends thoroughly agreed that their imagi- 
nation would never run thus far, and the 
questioner proceeded: é 
“In the whisky concern which I represent 
there is employed an old darky. I suppose 
he is well advanced in the seventies. The 
firm is controlled by a typical southern gen. 
tleman, who owned, before the war, among 
other slaves, the darky referred to. There- 
fore, the darky takes to himself ail the priv- 
ileges of the favored servitor. Among these 
is one not allowed to any other employe, 
the consumption of a certain quantity of 
the product of the distillery day by day. 
But ordinary whisky will not satisfy him. 
So he procures an oyster can and fills it 
with what a whisky man calls low wines. 
These low wines consist of what, to use 
another technical phrase, is described as 
‘hot. shot.’ That is, they are formed of 
the condensed steam of the first boil of the 
material used in whisky manufacture. They 
are never below 160 degrees in proof. He 
fills the oyster can with this every morn- 
ing, coming down to the distillery .even 
on Sunday for the purpose, and sip by 
sip, drains it to the dregs before night 
arrives. Every week he is compelled to 
get a new oyster can, for every week one is 
completely burned through by the alcohol. 
Yet the old darky goes on with his drink-

“In Missouri we have a much more simple 
jag cure than your northern bi-chloride of 
gold injections,’ said Colonel L. E. Pren- 
tiss. “It is simply one of nature’s own 
remedies—merely a ripe tomato and salt. 
As to its efficacy, I can refer to a dozen 
people of my Own acquaintance. The cure 
is fast becoming Knewn all over the coun- 
try, and soon every man will be his own 
jag physician. I1 don’t Know wherein the 
curative properties of a ripe tomato and a 
sprinkling of coarse’salt lie, but they have 
been too thoroughly demonstrated to me 
to make me skeptical. 

“One case in particular I know of clinches 
my faith in the cure. In a little town in 
southwestern Missouri there lives today 
a man named Jack’ Morrissey, who was 
one of the worst sots I ever had the mis- 
fortune to meet. Morrissey owns a small 
farm, and in a patch of ground near his 
shanty raised enough garden truck to sup- 
ply his table. To be truthful, Morrissey 
didn’t raise anything except hades, his 
wife and daughters doing the work. The 
man had the jim-jams fourteen times in 
one year, and when he didn’t have them all 
his energies were bent on Sécuring the stuff 
to bring them on. This fall the crops were 
a failure on the Morrissey farm, and. with 
the exception of the garden vegetables 
there was absolutely nothing to eat about 
the place. Tomatoes, however, were plen- 
tiful. After a week’s tomato diet the fam- 
ily noticed that the head of the house had 
remained sober four days out of seven. 

“Mrs. Morrissey was a woman of quick 
perception, and Jack was dosed with the 
garden product. When 1 saw him three 
weeks ago he was a changed man, and he 
wasn't posing as a horrible example in a 
tomato jag school, either. He is attend- 
ing strictly to business now and is doing 
well.’’ 


Longevity in England. 

From The New York Tribune. 

Professor Humphreys publishes in Eng- 
land some interesting tables of longevity, 
citing 824 cases in which the subjects had 
reached ages varying from eighty to over 
100 years. The record goes to show that in 
the matter of long life women have an 
advantage over men, attributable to their 
comparative immunity from many of the 
risks to which men are subject, their free- 
dom from anxieties as to labor and busi- 
ness, and their temperance in eating and 
drinking, which is not, however, as to the 
Former- 
ly, first born childrer and those born 
out of wedlock were thought to possess 
superior chances of long life to others, 
but the theory is only partially borne out 
by the professor's tables. Poor people, 
too, were thought to be favored in this 
respect, but the average among them is 
only equal to that of the well-to-do and 


the wealthy. 


One thing abundantly demonstrated in 
the enumeration and its accompanying 


particulars is that the l&w in tegard to 
longevity is extremely capricious and varia- 
ble, and can hardly be called a law at all. 
Heredity and habit have something to do 
with it, of course, but beyond these are a 
variety of obscure causes, different in the 
case of eacn individual and not easily 
traced or formulated. Nearly o1e-fourth of 
the cases cited by Professor Humphreys 
were first-born children; one-third were 
small eaters, and @@ly oge-tenth could be 
considered robust trenchermen, such as 
Gcethe and the gréat duke of Wellington, 
both of whom dined well and heartily as 
long as they lived. Most of the writers 
on longevity are doctors, who, as a class, 
do not reach in age the standard of the 
average man, whether because they take 
their own medicine or because they do not 
mey be left to conjecture. For those who 
aspire to long life, modtrate physical and 
intellectual exercise are recommerded, but 
it cannot be asserted that they assure it. 
A geod many lazy and stupid people live to 
be very old, while the active and intelligent 
perish untimely, not living long enough. to 
ecme within sight of any such tabulations 
as that of the learned professor, and their 
habits as to diet, drink, athletics, tobacco 
and other things are never thought worthy 
of mention.

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IN SELF DEFENSE, 
Glies Cheek, Hardly More Than Sixteen 
Years Old, Killed Coleman. 
SAMUEL CHEEK WAS HIS FATHER 


The Sensational Suicide of the Contractor 
Called to Mind by His Bon’s Misad- 
venture—Later Developments. 


Giles R. Cheek, not yet seventeen years 
old, is now in the police station, where 
he will be held pending the investigation 
of the killing of John Coleman, colored, 
Monday night near the state capitol. 

When the negro was found dying in the 
street in a dying condition the evidence 
that developed at that late hour tended 
to show that the Shooting had been dotie 
entirely in self-defense. Cheek does not 
deny having shot the negro, anda tells a 
straightforward story which would seem to 
show clearly that he was in danger of losing 
his own life before he shot his assailant. 

Cheek is the son of the contractor, Samuel 
Cheek, Who, less than a@ year ago, was 
found dead in a deserted cabin, the victim 
of a bullet sent into himself by his own 
hand. The story of the suicide at the time 
Was a most sensational one and a con- 
fession left by the suicide proved his 
life to have been a very eventful one. The 
sensational ending of his life was not out 
of keeping with the career he had pursued, 
though the method he had taken of dispos- 
ing of himself was not out of the ordinary. 
He was missed some time and when ind 
was dead. 

The tact that the son was forced to kill 
aman in defending his life makes a story 
that contrasts strangely with that of the 
father. Young cheek tells of the killing 
in a manner that igs thoroughly indicative 
of truthfulness and his simply narrated 
facts put to filght any theories as to mys- 
terious causes or unknown personages. 

“There is no reason why I should deny 
the shooting,’ said young Cheek yesterday. 
“it shot the negro, but it was only after 
my life was in dgnger. I want to tell the 
whole story. I was in town between 10 and 
ll o'clock Monday night. I met Mr. Sisk, 
the grocer, who had his son with him. 
Mr. Sisk seemed to have been drinking 
some and I started to help him home. I 
walked along with him and we went up 
Hunter street. Just as we got nearly op- 
posite the capitol I saw three negroes stand- 
ing together. They were drinking. We 
walked along and I was helping Mr. Sisk. 
As we passed by them he rubbed up against 
one of them, I think, and they said: ‘Why 
don’t you carry him along home.’ | replied 
that I Was taking him home. Mr. Sisk, who 
was drinking, wanted to go back and see 
What they meant, but I refusec to permit 
him, when one of them called out: ‘You’d 
better go along, you —— — —!’ I then 
asked who he was calling that. They re- 
plied and came towards us. One of them 
struck at me with a stick and I dodged. 
Then he hit me on top of the head. As [ 
raised up he struck me ayain and broke 
the stick across my back. He then struck 
me on the arm. A second negro struck me 
on the other arm and I started across the 
street. The negro who first struck me kept 
after me and drew a knife, trying to cut 
me. I turned and began to back away from 
him, at the same time drawing my revol- 
ver. I fired at him and he dodged. 1 fired 
again and he dodged and as he did so I 
fired the third shot, which I think went 
in his left side and out his right. 

“I did it in self-defense and self-defense 
only. I wanted to give myself up and met 
some one, Mr. Humphries, I believe, who 
said he had seen it and for me to go on or 
there would be a iot in the newspapers 
about it. I didn’t try to escape the law, 
because I was justified.”’ 

It Will Be Concluded Today. 

Coroner Paden, having been notified of 
the killing, began the inquest yesterday 
morning in Lee’s undeftaking  establish- 
ment, where the negro’s body was taken. 
The jury selected was composed of Dr. C. 
R. Giles, G. P. Jordan, John Jones, W. H. 
Bettis, L. L. Lee and J. S. Watson, who 
was made foreman. 

Kk. L. Sisk, who was Cheek’s companion, 
and Barnett Sisk, who was with them, tes- 
tified to much the same 4s Cheek’s state- 
ment amounts to. From the stories told by 
both, it was a clear case of self-defense. 

G. W. Purcell testified that he had found 
the negro and that he was about twenty 
yards below the Hunter street entrance 
of the capitol. He said that the negro was 
bleeding at the mouth, but that the body 
with without pulse and was getting cold. 

At this point in the proceedings of the 
coroner’s jury it was learner that Messrs. 
J. M. Vaughn and John Humphries had 
witnessed the difficulty and the jury ad- 
journed until 9 o’elock this morning, when 
they will be made witnesses.

INTOXICATING 


“The Concoctton from the Little Leaf 


Ranks Next to Alcohol. 
From a New York Letter. 

Those good persons who come under the 
head of tea and toast philosophers and tea 
drinkers generally will be interested in the 
Statement of uw medical authority of this 
city that the juice of the tea leaf ranks 
Second only to alcohol as an intoxicant. 

Dr. James Wood, of the Brooklyn health 
board, has compiled some statistics bearing 
on this subject and he finds that of all the 


patients applying for treatment at the chief 


dispensary of the City of Churches no less 
than 10 per cent are tea drunkards. They 
are not aware of the fact, but the symp- 
toms of their cases point unmistakably io 
overindulgence in tea, and that presump- 
tion, on inquiry, is confirmed by their con- 
fessions. They suffer from headache, ver- 
tigo, insomnia, palpitation of the heart, 
mental confusion, nightmare, nausea, hal- 
lucinations, morbid depression of spirits and 
sometimes from suicidal impulses. 

Dr. Wood sums up his investigation in 
The Medical News and that the pa- 
tients referred to were of woth sexes and 
all ages. They confessed to drinking from 
a pint and a half, the minimum amount 
Stated, to fifteen pints of tea each day. 
More than half of the patients were of Iwsh 
birth or descent, and nearly a third were 
domestic servants. 

In Ireland tea poisoning has long been 
recognized as a widely prevalent evil, con- 
tributing largely to the number of inmates 
of insane asylums, etc., and it is a well- 
known fact that the most inveterate drink- 
ers of tea in this country are domestics of 
Celtic origin, who, apparently, bring the 
habit With them to America. 

A rigid investigation was held in Ireland 
two or three years ago, and the tea habit 
was exploited at length in the medical jour- 
nals and in the daily newspapers. 

The evil of tea drinking is not due so 
much to the amount consumed as to the 
manner in which the liquid is prepared. Dr. 
Wood says that in most of the cases that 
came under his obs’rvation the victims were 
in the habit of throwing into the teapot an 
unmeasured quantity of tea leaves and of 
adding boiling water to the concoction as 
long as the desife for the stimulant remain- 
ed unquenched. Sometimes the leaves were 
kept soaking for a day or more, when a new 
supply of tea leaves would be thrown in on 
top. The constant boiling of tea in this 
manner extracts the most deleterious sub- 
stances of the tea leaf. 

Tea left standing for twenty-four hours, 
for instance, will generate from 7 to 17 per 
cent of tannin, and a lot of other injurious 
things. This form of preparation is most 
prevalent among kitchen servants who are 
restricted in the use of tea, and among 
shop and factory girls, who also are great 
tea drinkers, and is too often practiced 
among other people of small means who do

not wish to waste a single leaf as long as. 


there is any ‘“‘strength’’ in it. 

At best tea is not healthful, but if vou 
must drink it, the proper way to prepare 
the fluid is to pour boiling water over a 
given quantity in proper proportion; let it 
stand for three minutes or so and then 
drink what you want throwing the remain- 
der away, and being careful that the teapot 
is thoroughly clean before it is put away for 
future use.
